The domestic market 
has also shown a_ preference 
for the type of hogs which, 
normally should go overseas to 
keep Canadian bacon promin- 
ently before the British public. 
~ Knowledge of what occured 
during the war should be in 
the possession of Canadian 
farmers and breeders — Prior 
to 1914 our export bacon had 
been solely of a high-class pro- 
duct. It was purchased by 
families who could afford to 
pay a good price for a good 
article.
